"L" — style kitchen — most widely used of all plans. 



"U" — style kitchen — most efficient, say home economists. 





More modern kitchens are of the "L" type 
than any other style. This is because doors 
leading to other parts of the house fit this 
cabinet arrangement more readily. This typi- 
cal "L" kitchen is compact and streamlined. 
The refrigerator is on the right. It was planned 
for a large family — but the "L" arrangement 
may be larger or smaller — -depending on 
family needs and size of room. 
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Important determining factors in the kitchen 
plan you select are location of doors and 
windows and the wall space available. Here 
is an excellent U-type kitchen — considered 
by many home economists to be the most 
practical and labor-saving type. In the ideal 
"U" kitchen, sink, range and refrigerator form 
a close triangle and are surrounded by cabi- 
nets to provide ample storage space. This 
provides an efficient plan for the housewife. 





When cupboard space is limited, the one-wall 
cabinet arrangement may be your logical 
choice — provided you will be able to include 
sufficient cabinets to efficiently serve your 
needs. Very often, particularly in remodeling, 
this arrangement is the only solution. Gener- 
ally, it is the least expensive. Here seven stock 
Curtis units form a streamlined straight-wall 
assembly which provides maximum efficiency. 




Similar to the "U" kitchen is the "Broken U." 
On the right is an excellent example. Stove 
and refrigerator are only a few steps from 
dining room. There are cabinets and drawers 
for every kitchen need. This style differs from 
the regular "U" inasmuch as the door to the 
dining room — or it may be an outside door 
or a window — breaks the regular "U" arrange- 
ment. Note Curtis corner case in dining room. 
These are often used in pairs.

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Here and on pages 1 1 and 14... and on the front cover . . . you see the beauty of COLOR 

in the kitchen • You see why it is desirable to select cabinets that may be decorated 

after your own ideas • Your kitchen is the nerve center of your home ... the room that 

takes many of the honors the living room claims • Make it bright, gay, entertaining 

. . let the colors of your choice help lighten your daily task of routine housework • There are 

many color schemes to choose from, each a practical plan that is easy to duplicate • With 

the aid of a few simple rules, you may decorate your kitchen to your own individual taste. 

• These rules are suggestions only . . . intended to point the way • 1. Your 

first step is to choose a basic background color • The size of your kitchen should be a 

governing factor in this selection • Large kitchens can stand a deeper tone for 

walls and ceilings • Wall paper and paint are equally popular • If paper is 

selected, it's generally a gay color • A light background will give the best reflection of light. 
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2. After the background has been chosen, the decorative color may be picked 

out • This color, to give the proper pleasing contrast, should be bright and cheerful. 

It should be used sparingly • The kitchens shown in color in this book are good examples 

of modern color treatments • 3. Contrast may be gained by the decoration of the 

movable or changeable items, such as furniture, kitchen utensils, drapes, floor 

covering, etc. • The permanent fixtures, such as walls, ceilings, heavy appliances, 

should furnish the background color • 4. Always choose the background color first . . . and 

choose it carefully • Don't forget that in time you may tire of your color scheme. 

Then the entire arrangement may be changed to fit your new idea ... if you use wood cabinets. 

Your Curtis dealer, your painter, or your architect, will provide color suggestions, upon request, and 

help you to crystalize your ideas into your very own "dream kitchen" • Remember, though 

that no colors, no gadgets, no appliances can make up for poor planning or inferior cabinets.

You'll want at least one metal 
bread and cake drawer, with 
ventilated sliding cover. Draw- 
er made with and without di- 
vider.

Here are illustrations of the basic units and some of the accessories which 
comprise the line of Curtis stock kitchen cabinets. The lower half of each page 
shows scaled drawings and dimensions of the individual units. There are 20 
basic unit types and a total of 70 sizes in this series — plus several accessories 
which are priced separately from the cabinets • The dimensions of all Curtis 
cabinets have been standardized to harmonize with other standard kitchen 
equipment — stoves, sinks, refrigerators, dishwashers, freezers, and all such home 
appliances. Units above the counter top, which are wall units, are 14" deep; 
base units, broom closets and linen cabinets are 24y 2 " deep. The wall units 
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for use over these deeper cabinets are also 24V 2 " deep * Wall units are avail- 
able in two heights— 36" and 44" — making two standard overall heights for 
unit combinations — 87" and 95". The 87" height puts all shelves of wall 
units within easy reach, but for higher ceilings, the 95" height is preferable. 
Standard toe space of 3" in height is allowed which also brings counter tops 
to 36" high to line up with other kitchen equipment • With the wide 
range of widths of units available, varying 2" to 4", it is possible to fill any 
space to within a maximum of 2". A suitable filler strip or scribing mold may 
be used to fill this small space when it develops. So with the great flexibility
